word “Bible” means “the Book.” both the 

Latin and the Greek plural noun and 

means Books.” fact, the Bible, because 
its ancient form, was originally not book, but rather 
collection books, fact whole library. was 
only about the fourth century the Christian era that 
the present “volume” form was adopted for the Bible 
and thereby the books the Bible became one book. 
Eventually the plural Biblia became singular noun 
modern languages and now means “the Book.” 

The term “testament,” applied the two parts 
the Bible, the Greek vernacular the equivalent 
last will and testament. the language the Bible 
denotes the covenant pact between God and man. 
The “Old” Testament contains record the pact be- 
tween God and Abraham and God and Moses. The 
“New” Testament record the pact between God 
and His creatures, sealed, the way earlier coven- 
ants, the blood victim, Jesus Christ. Besides de- 
noting the Jewish and Christian religions, the expres- 
sion “Old” and “New” Testament came also desig- 
nate the Sacred Books each. 

With the exception Wisdom and Machabees, 
which were written Greek, the whole Old Testament 
was originally written the Hebrew language. The 
New Testament was written Greek. Exception must, 
however, made for St. Matthew’s Gospel which, be- 
ing intended primarily for the Jews, was, according 
tradition, first written Hebrew Aramaic. 

The Old Testament Books are grouped the follow- 
ing manner: first the historical books chronological 
sequence (Genesis Esther) then the didactic sa- 
piential books (Job Ecclesiasticus) next, the pro- 
phetical books (Isaias Malachias) and finally his- 
torical appendix the books the Machabees. The 
New Testament has similar tripartite division: first, 
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the historical books (the four Gospels and the Acts) 
then the didactic writings (the Pauline Epistles and 
the seven Catholic Epistles), and finally book 
prophecy (the Apocalypse). 

The Jews divided their sacred books into sections. 
Our present chapter division dates from the thirteenth 
century and the work Stephen Langton, professor 
the University Paris and later Archbishop Can- 
terbury. The modern verse division was first introduced 
the Dominican, Santes Pagnino (1528), and his sys- 
tem still use most the books the Old Tes- 
tament. The accepted verse division the New Testa- 
ment the work Robert Stephen, Paris printer 
the sixteenth century. This chapter and verse division 
great value for purposes reference, but fre- 
quently breaks too much not only the text but also 
the sense. 

The Bible contains different books, letters and 
treatises written different times, different lan- 
guages, different countries, and different men. Its 
composition extends over some centuries, and the 
oldest portion now more than 3,000 years old. The 
Old Testament (45 books) was written the first in- 
stance for Jews pre-Christian times and much 
was provisional and temporary. Its ceremonial code, its 
civil and family legislation has only historical interest 
for today. The permanent value the Old Testa- 
ment lies its record God’s revelation and its 
preparation the world for the coming the Re- 
deemer. Its lessons human conduct are the property 
the civilized world. Its Psalter will ever remain the 
framework the Liturgy and the prayer book the 
soul its search God. The New Testament the 
Christian Bible proper. contains the history the 
beginnings the Christian religion penned under the 
inspiration the Holy Spirit. 


The Word God 
“All Scripture, inspired God,” says the Apostle, 
“is profitable teach, reprove, correct, instruct 
justice, that the man God may perfect, fur- 
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nished every good work” (II Tim. iii. 16, 17). There 
grace and efficacy the inspired word such 
human document can possess “for, the word God 
living and effectual, and more piercing than any two- 
edged sword and reaching unto the division the 
soul and the spirit, the joints also and the marrow, 
and discerner the thoughts and intents the 
heart” (Heb. iv. 12). The Bible the unfailing foun- 
tain which theologians, Doctors, and Fathers the 
Church have copiously drunk. Origen studied the Scrip- 
tures from his earliest years. was daily practice 
with him commit memory and recite his father 
some passages the Bible. St. Basil and St. Gregory 
Nazianzen spent years solitude, where they de- 
voted themselves solely the study Sacred 
week passed which St. John Chrysostom did not 
peruse the epistles St. Paul. “To ignorant 
the Scriptures,” writes St. Jerome, “is ignorant 
Jesus Christ.” And St. Augustine says: “He who re- 
ceives negligently the word God not less guilty 
than who, through his own fault, would permit the 
Sacred Host fall the ground.” 

the second chapter the Third Book the 
tation Christ, entitled, “That the Body Christ 
and the Holy Scriptures Are Most Necessary 
Faithful Soul,” the author writes: perceive two 
things particularly necessary for this life, 
without which would insupportable me. Whilst 
edge myself stand need two things, namely, 
food and light. Unto me, then, thus weak and helpless, 
Thou hast given Thy Sacred Body for the refreshment 
both soul and body, and Thy word Thou hast 
set lamp feet. Without these two should 
not able live, for the word God the light 
soul and Thy Sacrament the Bread Life.

The Earl 
Chatham and Lord Brougham, Patrick Henry and 
Daniel Webster are indebted the Bible for their 
richest thoughts. One Webster’s finest perorations 
paraphrase the 138th Psalm. The Red Cross 
Knight the Faerie Queene Spenser the Christian 
the last chapter the Epistle the Ephesians. 
Pope’s Messiah paraphrase some passages 
Isaias. The Thanatopsis Bryant indebted 
passage the Book Job.

The Pastoral Letter the Third Council Balti- 
more (1844) contains the following admonition: “It 
can hardly necessary remind you, beloved breth- 


ren, that the most highly valued treasure every:

1898 Leo XIII granted all the faithful both 
sexes who piously and devoutly read for quarter 
hour each day the Holy Gospel, the edition whereof 
recognized and approved legitimate authority, 
indulgence 300 days for each reading thereof.” 

Pius his letter January 11, 1906, encouraged 
the study Sacred Scripture Seminaries. also 
gave his hearty approbation the work the St. Je- 
rome Society, Catholic Italian Bible Society “Gladly 
give blessing, and that with both hands and 
full heart, for not doubt that this work will pro- 
duce the richest fruit and already blessed God. 
The more read the Gospel, the stronger our faith 
becomes. The Gospels are writings that are valuable 
for everybody and under all circumstances. have lived 
among the common people and know what they want, 
and what pleases them. Tell them the simplest Bible 
stories, and you will have the most attentive listeners 
and effect blessed results. But not only the com- 
mon people and the lower classes who will profit the 
reading the Scriptures. matter how many prayer 
books and books devotion there may be, none bet- 
ter than the Gospels. This unsurpassed book 
devotion, the true bread life.” 

the fifteenth centenary the death St. Jerome 
(1920), Benedict his Encyclical, Spiritus Para- 
clitus, wrote: “So convinced was Jerome that familiar- 
ity with the Bible was the royal road the knowledge 
and love Christ that did not hesitate ‘Ig- 
norance the Bible ignorance Christ.’ Again, ‘Our 
one desire for all the Church’s children that, being 
saturated with the Bible, they may arrive the all- 
surpassing knowledge Jesus 


Reading the Bible 

The charge often made that the Bible un- 
known book among Catholics and that the priests de- 
liberately keep the Scriptures from the laity. This 
one the many lies first circulated Luther and re- 
peated ignorant and bigoted Protestants down 
our own time. Far from being enemy the Bible 
the Church was always its uncompromising champion, 
and never permitted one iota the sacred text 
changed. The Bible always occupied prominent place 
Catholic schools and the Catholic Liturgy. Apos- 
tolic catechesis consisted primarily narration 
the history salvation contained the sacred rec- 
ords. Lessons from Scripture constituted important 
part the instruction designed for catechumens; the 
“Mass the catechumens” echo this ancient 
discipline the Church. The works the great apol- 
ogists and Fathers the Church show such inti- 
mate acquaintance with the Scriptures that the greater 
part the New Testament could reconstituted 
from their writings. was again the Catholic Church 
which preserved the Bible the West during the Dark 
Ages. was from the Catholic Church that the Re- 
formers received their Bible and their belief that 
the Word God. 

* * * 

There also abundant evidence show that the 

Bible was well known the Middle Ages. The hun- 
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dreds extant Medieval Bibles, each which re- 
presented small fortune, the writings theologians 
and preachers which show far deeper familiarity with 
the sacred text than the writings later times, the 
medieval commentaries Scripture, the art and litera- 
ture the time all these are eloquent testimony 
the fact that the Bible was integral part 
medieval civilization. For those whom the written 
word was unintelligible, means instruction was 
provided the stained-glass windows and the paint- 
ings and pictures which adorned the churches and re- 
presented Biblical scenes. Then, again, there were the 
so-called “Bibles the the center the pic- 
ture was placed the main scene taken from the New 
Testament, and around were grouped the prototypes 
the Old Testament. civilization had var- 
ious foundations,” says the Protestant Dobschutz, “but 
the Bible was one them, and the most important 
one.” Another Protestant, Mr. Cutts, writes: “Some 
people think that the Bible was very little read the 
Middle Ages even the clergy; whereas the fact 
that the sermons the medieval preachers are more 
full Scriptural quotations and allusions than any ser- 
mons these days; and the writers other subjects 
are full Scriptural allusions that evident that 
their minds were saturated with Scriptural diction. An- 
other common error that the clergy were unwilling 
that the laity should read the Bible for themselves, and 
carefully kept unknown tongue, that the people 
might not able read it. The truth is, that most 
people who could read all, could read Latin, and 
would certainly prefer read the authorized Vulgate 
any vernacular version.” 

The claim that the Church Rome was always op- 
posed any translation whatsoever the Bible is, ac- 
cording Gairdner, “vulgar error which was sedu- 
lously propagated some event Sir Thomas More’s 
day, and which has been current ever since. The only 
ground for such insinuation More’s day was the 


suppression Tyndale’s New Testament, and other 
corrupt translations with heretical commentaries. But 
the truth is, the Church Rome was not all op- 
posed the making translations Scripture 
placing them the hands the laity under what were 
deemed proper precautions. was only judged neces- 
sary see that unauthorized corrupt translations 
got abroad.” “It only rhetorical passages,” says 
Kenyon, “that the picture has been drawn the hunted 
Wycliffite writing his copy the English Bible his 
obscure cottage, constant fear surprise and ar- 
rest.” 


The old story the chained Bible which Luther 
found the University Erfurt and his statement 
that the Bible was rare and unknown book his 
day, are today relegated, even Protestant writers, 
into the domain mythology and deliberate perversion 
the truth. Says the Protestant historian, Vedder “If 
Luther, passage his Table Talks tells us, did not 
much know that there was Bible, until found 
one the Erfurt library, must have taken great 
pains keep himself such state ignorance.” 
Again, the people were ignorant the Scriptures, 
how could Luther make the Bible the rule faith for 
his followers immediately after his break with 

There might have well been chained Bible Er- 
furt just the present day there are chained vol- 
umes libraries and museums, books kept vaults 
and glass cases, under lock and key not keep 
them from the readers but prevent their being stolen. 
Because the Bible had written hand those 
days, copies were valuable they were scarce. 
Frequently these copies were richly illuminated that 
about the year 1300 Bible had the money value 
estate. Bible was, consequently, chained desk, 
not out disrespect but because its intrinsic value 
and because the veneration which was held. 


Why Not Art?

Editor’s Note. This is a speciaily significant plea for art in our Catholic 
schools. There is need for emphasizing it and need for doing this in the 
spirit our author suggests and for the reasons he gives. Art should be an 
integral part of Catholic education from the first grade of the elementary 
school to the university. 


PACE with the past few years, Catholic writers 
and art critics have grown alive the need 
positive activity the part the Church 

the field art. They realize, first all, that the Cath- 
olic Church has lost its claim the title “Mother 
the Arts,” which she, and she alone, held for more 
than thousand years after Constantine. After redis- 
covering the beauty art, which the inroads barbar- 
ians had smothered, she gradually, through the Roman, 
Gothic, and Renaissance periods, attained the acme 


perfection style. But, the tide Protestantism, 


secularization the arts went with the secularization 
religion. Whereas formerly the Church had been 


the sole consumer, now her sway over the arts was for- 
feited. Moreover, art ceased creative. less than 
three centuries, became artificial and merely imita- 
tive; sense perfection beauty was all but lost. 
Thus that Catholic art the late nineteenth cen- 
tury was “hypnotized” into second-rate imitations 
Middle Age forms. America generation ago, was 
“at the lowest level ever achieved any time 
place.” 


Revival Religious Art 


But, fortunately, the past decade two has wit- 
nessed decided change. Many our new Catholic 
churches, besides showing that the need reform 
has been felt, reveal new and true sense beauty. 
This revival evident above all America, and 
seems seconded England. church buildings 
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proper, due chiefly certain number young 
architects who know how satisfy the demands. And 
seems, too, that the first moves toward genuine 
revival religious sculpture and painting must ex- 
pected America. But, the Catholic-spirited Mr. 
Cram aptly says, “it would little good train 
artists any sort were they not find adequate ap- 
preciation and patronage.” 

This brings the point wish stress. are 
told that, with the increased influence that the Church 
gaining over modern life and culture, she should also 
again resume her position the patron true re- 
ligious art. This can never realized merely pas- 
sive acceptance the works the better artists. Her 
children, the ones led closer intimacy with 
God through the beauty her churches, altars, and sta- 
tues, must taught how appreciate art. Only pro- 
vided their demand for superior work can the Church 
expect reclaim her former title. Now, often hear 
that the place begin any intellectual cultural 
movement the school. should likewise seem 
its schools that the Church should start this 
movement, introducing much greater insistence 
the teaching the history and theory art. 


Extreme Modernism 

This one the facts recognized Catholic 
writers demanding active attention the part 
the Church. Another the development extreme 
modernism art. “modernism,” the way, 
not mean modern art. progressive, art must 
necessarily creative and contemporary. Much, com- 
paratively, has been written the artistic and cul- 
tural sides this new outgrowth, which general 
looked upon authorities with Its relations 
with religious art have drawn the attention Catholic 
critics. Despite the most extreme modern style more 
than few Catholic churches Europe, especially 
Germany, modernism very un-Catholic, not anti- 
Catholic, spirit. Modernism radically anti-dog- 
matic and anti-traditional; the Church decidedly 
dogmatic and traditional. Modernism subjective and 
individualistic; the Church infallibly objective and 
institutional. Modernism materialistic, using intellect 
for material ends; the Church essentially spiritual 
and uses matter for supernatural end. The fact that 
Bolshevism had adopted modernism its style sig- 
nificant. 

While, therefore, Catholic educators are interest- 
curbing extremism modern art, will not 
for merely criticize it. entering the American 
public-school system; being enticingly offered 
university penetrating the lower classes. 
Students under its sole influence will never acquire 
taste and appreciation for true beauty. useless 
expect any productions merit from such among 
them will become our future “artists.” there- 
fore, certainly our interests prevent like de- 
velopment our Catholic schools. For this end, 
necessary offset modernism teaching true theory 
art based the masterpieces the past. Only 
thus, too, can expect encourage appreciation 
and demand for new and true religious art.

There are other reasons why our Catholic schools 
should foster more intense education art. Among 
them may mentioned the recent revival interest 
Catholic liturgy. There perhaps more appeal- 
ing way interesting our pupils the liturgy which 
our heritage from the earliest Christian times, than 
the study the Catholic art the past. The study 
Catholic liturgy should hand hand with the 
study Catholic art. The Liturgical Arts movement 
doing much this respect. But, while true that 
much can done generally interesting Catholic 
adults Liturgical Arts, the real place the work 
our schools. 


How Much Art Teach? 


cannot denied that very little being done 
present the generality our Catholic schools to- 
ward education art. This means cultural improve- 
ment has been very much neglected. usually put 
aside “unnecessary.” The fault lies not with indi- 
viduals, nor exactly with our pedagogical methods. 
great extent, this neglect the natural result the 
general utilitarian trend education the past cen- 
tury, and the difficulties under which Catholic edu- 
cation America has labored effort establish 
itself. But now that have taken great strides 
other lines, should also take greater interest 
the artistic side our students’ formation. most 
our schools, the only part the curriculum devoted 
art found the history courses. few small chap- 
ters paragraphs the most important art move- 
ment are put the sections treating the intellectual 
development the different periods. Often the matter 
our history courses extensive that the time- 
pressed teacher skims over these pages order 
complete his program. best, the student gets but 
very general view the history art. Training 
criticism and appreciation art rarely finds place 
the curriculum. Moreover, there often little op- 
portunity for our pupils continue such study their 
own initiative because our libraries not include 
art section. 


European Art Education 


Every American teacher traveling residing 
Europe readily notices how different things are there. 
First, there the subconscious influence the atmos- 
phere art, characteristic the whole Europe. 
Every city, and not only the famous art centers, can 
trace its history buildings and monuments which 
have survived the centuries. Everywhere there 
air, spell almost, the artistic. Even many modern 
structures, which elsewhere conform rather severely 
the sole demands utility and efficiency, have here 
their touch beauty. This effusion art cannot but 
have influence upon the intellectual and cultural 
formation the people. There like influence 
America. There cannot be; are too young nation; 
lack historical background and the masterpieces 
which give Europe its predominant position art 
and culture. 

Then, there the difference the formal education. 
Where, America, art comparatively neglected 
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branch, Europe forms quite essential part. 
explain any European system teaching art would re- 
quire the space second article. Suffice say here 
that the student receiving his secondary-school diploma 
not only well acquainted with the history art, but 
also has been taught how analyze and criticize the 
productions. 

may objected that this insistence would never 
placed upon the study art Europe did not pos- 
sess such abundance masterpieces. There much 
truth this. But the fact that lack such rich en- 
dowment does not mean that must sacrifice the cul- 
tural advantages the study art. the contrary, 
may said that just because lack the one 
should emphasize the other. 


Papal Interest Art Education 
That the introduction the study art into our 
schools means contrary the spirit modern 
Catholic educational activity evident from the de- 
sire Pope Pius and his predecessors have the 
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study Christian archeology and the history art 
added the courses seminaries. Thus, November, 
1924, the Cardinal Prefect the Sacred Congregation 
Seminaries and Universities addressed circular let- 
ter the bishops Italy recommend the introduc- 
tion these courses the seminaries. This project 
was subsequently taken number French sem- 
inaries. Another example the foundation, Rome, 
December, 1925, Pius XI, the Pontifical In- 
stitute Christian Archeology, one the chief pur- 
poses which the formation teachers Christian 
archeology. 

Our present Sovereign Pontiff, more than any other 
recent Pope, impresses the world the Cath- 
olics. has shown the way many places modern 
Catholic activity. not think pushing the point 
too far say that has encouraged Catholic edu- 
cators introduce into their schools more thorough 
training art, that branch human endeavor which 
institution has fostered much the Catholic 
Church, the Mother the Arts.

the organization the class into tribe, and 
the naming it, the initiative again, was taken 
member the class. Voluntary reading had suggested 
the name, “Pawnee Indian Tribe.” But that was not 
sufficient. There was romantic flavor added being 
called “Hiawatha,” and know the meaning it; 
have the honor being known the “Laughing- 
Water” the class, called “White Eagle,” 
meaning one with great leadership ability, appealed 
the wide-awake members the group. Again, other 
names “Running great warrior called 
“Black Hawk”; names the sky, winds, clouds, 
“Blue Sky, Four Winds, Thunder were most 
appealing the children. Some the girls chose such 
names “Early Day,” “Morning 
Cloud,” representing girls attractive dispositions and 
charming appearance. 


Preparatory Reading 


All material available Indian life our public 
library and classroom was read the eager group. 
set silent-reading books, The Work-Play Books, de- 
votes many pages Indian life. Chapters dealing 
with Indian pottery, making and painting jars, the 
home the Indians; likewise, interesting stories such 
“Little Ugly Face,” “Big Snapping and 
“The Four Bears” were found these readers. Lantern 
slides, “Early American Indians,” dealing with the 
phase early Indian life our country, were bor- 
rowed from the public museum. 

Several class discussions and oral-language periods 
were used for the purpose letting the children give 
expression the phase the activity which they 
would particularly interested. The following activi- 
ties were listed: small canoes, pottery, tepee (large), 
papoose cradles, bows and arrows, peace pipes, head 
bands, strings beads. 


Construction Work 

The class received great deal enjoyment out 
making head bands. First strips manila construction 
paper were cut about two inches wide and long enough 
around child’s head. These were crayoned with 
Indian designs. Then feathers were cut from bright- 
colored construction paper. Some the class, not be- 
ing satisfied with these feathers, brought real feath- 
ers and colored them with crayons. These made quite 
gay display. The children often wore the head bands 
during the period our work Indians and during 
story hour. 

The children appreciated making pottery from pot- 
ters’ clay. Each child was permitted make Indian 
bowl. These were placed table dry, and when 
thoroughly dry were painted with powder paint. 

The girls busied themselves dressing their dolls like 
papooses and making cradles which keep them. 
tree was brought school boy. This was put into 
wooden stand and two the papooses were hung 
it. Katchina dolls were also made the girls. 

During this same time each one the boys made 
bows and arrows, and studied the use them. Some 
the boys also made peace pipes. 
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Large Tepee 


The children learned that Indians various parts 
the country built different kinds dwellings. They 
learned that the wigwam was the home the Eastern 
Indians they decided represent building 
large tepee. wigwam was made from sticks ten feet 
long, covered with unbleached muslin, and decorated 
with Indian designs. 

This how was made. The four poles, ten feet 
long, were tied together one end. This gave 
four-sided wigwam. More sides may added using 
more poles. pattern for the sides was cut out 
newspaper just the shape and size wanted for the 
wigwam. The muslin having been cut according 
the pattern was sewed the sides. opening 
was made the middle one side high the 
door should be. Then the cloth was tied the poles 
with string and for designs paint and colored paper 
were used making look very much like Indian 
wigwam. the muslin new, paint can used 
good advantage. 


Language Correlation 

The life the Indians suggested lessons both 
oral and written language for many weeks’ work. 

Oral Stories: Discussions, plans, description 
group and individual activities. Visiting other class- 
rooms and announcing the program. 

Written: Copied from models; original 
letters friends telling them the interesting study. 


Musical Features 

were able secure some interesting Indian 
melodies such as, “An Indian Mother’s Lullaby” 
(Normal Instructor), “Indian (Elementary 
Song Book). 

Before the unit was finished, many the children 
showed real interest contributing work they had 
planned home. Many expressions interest were 
manifested original pictures which were brought in, 
and the purchasing Indian costumes.

Editor’s Note. The educational effects of the movies are a vital problem 
in our whole educational scheme — for adults and children. Its tremendous 
effectiveness is generally admitted. Studies of its contents such as are 
here referred to are important to schools and particularly to school-home 
cooperative leagues (parent-teacher associations). Self-censorship is the ul- 
timate solution, but there are a large number of intermediate steps, some 
of which are stated in this article. 


BOUT ten million grade-school children attend the 
movies every week. They constitute about one 
eighth that large army Americans influ- 
enced current film productions, four out five 
which are portraying crime, sex delinquency, and pruri- 
ent love. With more than twenty-eight million young- 
sters still being educated attending the movies the 
rate least one week, the effects produced upon 
them becomes matter the very greatest importance. 
problem such magnitude that demands so- 
lution not only from parents and educators but from 
producers well every American concerned about 
the spiritual and physical welfare the nation. 

Until recently much guesswork was done with regard 
the influence that films exercise upon children and 
the conclusions were, therefore, not always accepted 
the public and the producers. Conditions have

Dangers the Movies 


The facts discovered are startling. What children 
see and retain? Nothing escapes them. What they see 
about crime, sex, and illicit love goes straight from the 
eyes the mind and their memory retains from per 
cent per cent much adults for many months. 
The impressions made sight, hearing, and emotion 
combined are deeper than any other. What the phys- 
ical effect? Research has definitely established that 
restlessness during sleep increases after exciting pic- 
ture per cent; emotional reactions double the 
normal pulse rate; the effects horror and fright have 
caused hysteria, fainting, and other undesirable situa-

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tions; and, this must added the bad influence 
upon health induced crowded rooms, insanitary con- 
ditions, and poor ventilation. How are the morals 
children affected? Films often breed racial antago- 
nism, create wrong standards living, teach crime tech- 
nique copied from real life, and stimulate sex urges 
incredible manner. The most deplorable conditions 
are revealed exist the congested areas larger 
cities. The very facts that adolescent boys and girls 
are admitted and seated promiscuously, the subdued 
light, the emptiness dark corners behind pillars, 
the influence what shown and heard, the exciting 
music, besides the fact that motion-picture theaters are 
often purposely selected meeting places commit 
sex delinquencies, stamp them real portals hell. 
Commercialism permits acts that are too nasty 
put print. And all this inflicted upon youth per 
cent under twenty-one and children per cent under 
seven years age, sitting there and seeing the bill 
twice over thereby deepening the impressions. 

The combination these evil forces threaten the ex- 
istence Christian culture. They must neutralize our 
selected education. Crimes will increase leaps and 
bounds unless something really effective done 
counteract the evil. Although the survey states objec- 
tively the harm done the movies and the good they 
might do, constitutes severe indictment existing 
conditions. The few good films produced are not suffi- 
cient offset the evil effects the rest. The writer 
studied list films produced during the past three 
months and found that among the 403 subjects in- 
cluded but could recommended liberal censors. 

Mr. Forman concludes his summary 
with the facts and they are grave. Once possession 
the facts, the public, hoped, will find the reme- 
for, after all, the public that most vitally 
concerned. concerted thought and effort 
must, imperatively, solve the problem.” 


Remedies not Effective 


Suggestions how improve conditions have not 
been lacking the past. Some them were never acted 
upon because they might reduce profit and some 
them were carried out but became ineffective for lack 
the part the public well the 
producers. The more important the suggested means 
together with the reasons for their failure are worthy 
recorded. 

Regulation law. This affected special showings 
and attendance. became ineffective because children, 
like adults, prefer attend the evening and want 
adult programs. Moreover, parents, many cases, had 
take their children along. This provided excuse 
and incentive other children. The matter profit 
decided the issue. 

Official censorship films. This procedure 
brought about some good but did not solve the prob- 
lem. most cases censors not distinguish between 
films suitable for adults and those for children. Censor- 
ship influenced variety opinions, beliefs, and 
the faith change moral standards brought about 
pagan training provided all but religious schools 
does approve much that not entitled it. will 
be, least, unreliable. 
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White lists. These lists issued responsible or- 
ganizations extend the benefit that parents and teach- 
ers may make prudent selection for the children. But 
how few parents see these lists! Many immigrant par- 
ents cannot read them. Few children ask their parents 
for advice this matter, and still fewer mothers and 
teachers know what films are shown around the corner. 
Hence, the influence white lists not very great, 
any. 

Adult companionship. This would excellent 
provided the adults accompanying the children more 
than constitute physical escort. Besides guarding the 
child against evil surroundings, they may say the right 
word the right time thereby discounting bad influ- 
ences that may flow forth from pictures. However, 
adult escort prescribed law some places, means 
most cases that the child asks any adult take 
and soon the gate passed, both separate. Fre- 
quently, theaters provide one two adult companions 
take all children not having adult relatives with 
them inside. this law not always observed accord- 
ing its spirit, nor effectively enforced. 

Censorship the motion-picture industry itself. 
The moral standard composed the producers and 
published Will Hays might have done some good 
observed, but did not. After all, pictures are made 
and shown for the purpose bringing profits. More- 
over, judging their products, producers well 
artists must classed unmoral, caring little for the 
souls others. The observance moral code their 
own fabrication appeals but little them. addition 
this, well known that cases where the pictures 
were unobjectionable, vaudeville acts were introduced 
between showings that gave very undesirable tone 
and color the whole performance. 

While public protection broke down and matters 
grew from bad worse, parents consoled themselves 
thinking that they deny their children the 
money attend movies, harm could done 
them. But they were outwitted. Children may and 
appropriate money they earnestly desire it. Money 
intended for church collections, mission offerings, 
luncheon, car fare, society dues, equipment, etc., often 
finds its way into the tills movie houses. Many 
child thought Mass devotions seeing pic- 
tures.

stood the test time. Self-censorship the solution. 
far adults are concerned, the only thing that can 
advised what God demands: Stay away from bad 
pictures. case doubt, decide against it. Stay away 
from all pictures unless you are certain that they 
not “savor license.” 
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Instruct the Children 


This solution, simple is, has its difficulties 
children are concerned. The reasons are obvious. 
overcome these difficulties, parents and teachers must 
apply safeguards that help the young decide cor- 
rectly. this connection few suggestions are offered 

Children should expressly instructed regarding 
the evils inherent current film productions. About 
(a) the deception they cause; the wrong view 
life they present; (c) the lack virtue actors and 
producers unsuitable pictures; and (d) the small 
number really good pictures shown. 

Moral guidance should extended (a) directly, 
pointing out the sinfulness going into remain- 
ing occasion this could done during 
catechism indirectly, having the 
pupils recite after class, Hail Mary for those children 
who fall into sin going bad pictures, who are 
ruined while seeing them, and, for grace and strength 
parents resist the unreasonable demands their 
children. this should added the practice en- 
couraging the young give missions, Holy Child- 
hood, etc., saving movie-picture money. 

The dangers health should explained and 
outdoor activities, athletics, etc., should encouraged 
and supported. 

Substitutes should provided such nature 
and such time that they are not altogether cor- 
rective and protective, they may least preventive. 
Among such substitutes are showings good films. In- 
dustrial and commercial subjects may made very in- 
teresting talk, music, and song. Stereopticon pic- 
tures, excellent they are, seemingly longer satisfy 
children, except occasionally. order effective 
and protective, these showings must take place the 
evening afternoon and evening both open children.

Work with Parents 


The distribution “White Lists” productions 
just showing, soon come, may help, espe- 
cially they are issued parents mimeographed 
form. They are too often overlooked published 
newspapers, and the newspaper notices frequently lack 
the confidence the readers. does not seem 
profitable warn against special bad titles, because 
this calls attention them. seems better 
against indiscriminate movie attendance. 

Ask and encourage accompany their 
children the movies. This may look like promoting 
movie-going, but may bring about the opposite effect. 
makes great difference whether adults children 
see pictures individually whether parents and chil- 
dren see them together. Few parents love blush for 
their children and their presence. parents know 
better what awaits their children film theaters, 
more intelligent may expected. The vo- 
lume quoted before, read parents, would open 
the eyes many them, but will not act power- 
fully the seeing itself. 

The carrying out these suggestions together with 
hearty all the enforcement good

There great deal pedagogical wisdom the 
statement the Bishop Dijon: Catechism 
lesson; the Gospel story.” The purpose this 
sentence was suggest that the Gospel being nar- 
rative was natural starting point religious instruc- 
tion. And the Catechism was the final touch 
point the moral adorn the tale. put more 
accurately, was the distilled essence doctrinal 
form the Gospel Christ. 

would great thing realize the Gospels 
the source the catechetical truths and the place that 
the teaching Church plays this transformation 
Life into Truth. 

The Gospel story has every psychological appeal 
the child. concrete. vivid. appeals the 
imagination. touches the emotions. gives the reli- 
gious vocabulary. embodies the religious truth. It, 
too, part the secular culture the educated 
man. 

The Church has authoritatively stated what much 
the Gospels mean terms religious truth. These 
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the child will get from his study under the guidance 
the teacher. the child gets older and different 
interpretations suggest themselves, will understand 
better the function the Church interpreter and 
teacher than will any other way. Beginning with 
the Gospel and leading the Doctrine makes this 
appreciation the Church’s function teacher deeper 
and richer.

Next the article 
chapter thus handled must memorized home. the 
next hour the lesson asked word for word. Should child 
fail answer immediately, will prompted with the first 
word. This method, undoubtedly, saves the Catechist much 
trouble, work, and inconvenience; the textbook alone suf- 
ficient for him, and need not prepare for his instruction 
nor read corresponding manuals, reference books, nor any 
books method. But such instruction fills the children with 
fear and disgust religion, they look forward every 
class with dread and alarm. This may even lay the beginning 
for hatred religion and enmity the Church life. 
this method lays the chief importance the dead letter, 
the children cannot enter into the spirit religion. The 
saving doctrines Christianity remain for them closed 
book. Even the sentences painfully hammered into them 
will soon forgotten; for only what well understood re- 
mains firmly the memory. This method likewise tends 
make the mind coarse. When the children come repeat 
these phrases which they not understand, they are liable 
utter them such frivolous, thoughtless, and heartless 
way that may hard know whether they are prayers 
blasphemies. And praying with the lips only sinful 
(Mark vii. 6), the senseless repetition religious truth. 
direct degrading religion. The Catechist, also, must 
before long become disgusted with such method. Only in- 
tellectual activity, and not mechanical drudgery, affords real 
pleasure. Away then with such shameful method, which, 
say the least, revenges itself barren

(4) 
must help Christ bear the cross willingly sub- 
mitting all that contrary human nature. (5) 
must crucify our flesh self-denial and mortifica- 
tion. 

The Glorious Mysteries reflect our spiritual life 
the life grace: (1) Preventing grace, which nec- 
essary conceive even good thought. (2) The grace 
assistance, without which can nothing salu- 
tary. (3) Sanctifying grace, without which cannot 
saved. (4) preserve sanctifying grace 
shall attain heaven. (5) heaven shall obtain our 
eternal reward for the faithful with grace. 

The most useful manner reciting the Rosary 
that meditating while pronouncing the words the 
Our Father and Hail Marys, one the mysteries 
Our Lord, His Holy Mother, begging God, 
through the intercession Mary, grant the vir- 
tue which each mystery sets forth. This process 
meditation becomes easier habit. Not only the 
scenes connected with the mysteries should kept 
before the mind, but also the virtue fruit de- 
rived from our prayer.

The method religious training the University Notre 
Dame one might call informal one. Formal instruction with 
specified periods “Religion” conducted priest-professors 
finds place the curriculum. is, however, the informal ap- 
proach written word that clicks. The Religious Bulletin 
issued daily for the students the dart grace that touches 
the heart. mimeographed sheet, composed maybe six 
hundred words, passed out daily each student. And there 
are over twelve hundred nonresidents Notre Dame, from 
archbishops down, who have sought place the mailing list, 
valued the publication held. 

The Religious Bulletin written easy style language 
the day jargon the campus, times. Sometimes pro- 
fessors religion and teachers catechism talk another 
language from that their pupils. Such not the case with 
the Bulletin. Interesting the mth degree, compelling atten- 
tion the last line, forceful, cogent, yet always within the 
students’ ken, proof positive that the things Christ can 
made appealing, ravishing, that they lure one at- 
tempt great things for Christ. 

Religious instructors they professors dogma as- 
cetics, Sisters the primary grades can learn much from 
the method employed Father O’Hara his Religious Bul- 
letin published for the students the University Notre 
Dame. Father O’Hara Catholic enough willing 
share all good things with others and the idea has been 
neither copyrighted nor patented. 

This past year, with this Bulletin model, issued 
daily bulletin for the students the eighth grade our 
parochial school. did not supplant the oral instruction 
Priest Sister. did attempt pound home eighth-grade 
language yes, and eighth-grade truths that 
had been presented other accepted ways. The eighth graders 
“ate up.” The anxiety get their copy the mimeographed 
sheet soon they came their classroom was fervid 
June September. occasional cartoon, easily managed 
with the ordinary mimeograph, made for added interest. Sug- 
gestions offered throughout the year (and the note compul- 
sion was ever absent) for novena honor the Holy Ghost, 
for charity action the schoolroom produced pleasing re- 
sults. 

Human-interest stories the saints, mostly from the young- 
years the lives those canonized, made many is- 
sue. They were translated into 1933 language. Historical truth 
was never mishandled but garbed that the ideas were pre- 
sented striking phrase. Direct quotations were used some- 
times and then set forth youngsters’ mode speech. 

The mimeograph lent itself well the use outline pic- 
tures. Feast days were highlighted with these. other times 
space was left for holy picture pasted in. 

The masterful bit pedagogy behind such effort lies 
the fact that these bulletins found their way into the homes. 
Parents were interested and older brothers and sisters read 
them. learned more about religion from the religious 
bulletins Jane brought said one mother, “than from all 
the sermons ever heard.” never knew about the nine 
Fridays,” said another. One father confessed: surely 
putting the spot, Father. could hardly get without 
having family prayers after that last 

There doubt that the bulletin made the parents realize 
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just what was being taught and also what was expected their 
youngsters. The average parent knows that catechism in- 
cluded the course studies the Catholic school. 
thinks more about else recalls his own days memory 
work with questions and answers. Black white the bulletin 
lays down definite counsels for eighth graders. jerks the 
parent and insidiously gets the idea across him that 
has duty setting example for his youngster.

The flank movement through the young- 
ster’s heart and example and missionary work throughout 
brought the parents closer their Captain. 

Our age, and particularly our latter days, have seen column- 
ists steal the reading public from the more staid writers.

And 
today our day —the Apostle the Pen would content 
himself with other job than that columnist. The style 
such peculiarly well adapted bulletin that will read. 
Pious platitudes, abstract principles, evident sermons, 
like, will make for wasted paper. Vital paragraphs, concrete 
instances, examples the saints that can readily imitated 
will make for readable bulletin. These will appeal 
the heart.

seized upon this. Throughout the whole story phonetics 
were developed and drilled before the individually typed 
books were placed the hands the pupils.

Balloon: noon, soon, room, broom, spoon, spool, cool, hoop, 
poor, roost, shoot, food, boot, moo, etc.

sounded the children and thus they gain what would other- 
wise take long and constant drill the so-called family words 
taught groups one family time. This method sim- 
plifies the work for the children and for the teacher, also. 
holds interest phonetic work, secures good study habits, and 
develops independent readers amazingly short period. 
Writing and Drawing: 

Various circus were drawn and short story 
(copied from the board) was written about each. The drawings 
were colored and these were added the booklet. The begin- 
ners the first grade were permitted carry out this idea 
far their ability writing made possible.

First- 
grade pupils represented animals and were placed (imag- 
inary) tents about the room. second grader, who scored high 
money changing, was charge the tents. Admittance was 
received toy money and change made when necessary. 

This phase aroused keen interest: sign reading, PEANUTS 
5¢, was placed the peanut stand, and the Peanut Man’s call, 
“Peanuts, peanuts, only five cents. Nice fresh peanuts, five 
attracted the attention Betty and Bobby. The ele- 
phant’s joke was especially amusing had double joke 
—our sacks were filled with dried autumn leaves. The little 
ones all enjoyed this joke Jumbo. 

The dog race was exciting feature and the result long 
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drill and competition the part the second grade. the 
five best were allowed race “Circus Day,” much rivalry 
and earnest work was the preparation for this. Three combina- 
tions were given each child, these were worked 
four ways, thus: 


this drill the subtraction and addition facts were 
simultaneously. The drill work was given orally, and writ- 
ten work for weeks before the day the circus. 

Sight Reading: 

They built and rebuilt the circus rime the pocket 
chart. 

Their most active part was furnishing the clown race. 
This was handled similarly the dog race. For several days 
they rivaled each other pronouncing sight words; they were 
allowed hold the words they said first, and counted them 
after the race was over. this way was very easy de- 
termine who won. The winning five days previous circus 
day were the race for the big day. 

Religion:

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Latin Drill Becomes Attractive 
Sister Lutz, O.S.F. 


Editor’s Note. The principal of the school in which this device was used 
tells us that it was so successful that when 108 ninth graders were offered 
the choice of continuing or dropping Latin, 88 of them chose to continue 
it. A teacher from the State University who thought that first-year 
Latin could not be made interesting was convinced that it could, after 
observing this system in practice. 


Grim and inexorable, wielding power that his right, 
stands like forbidding giant obstructing the path 
progress. all know him, the bugbear the first-year 
Latin monster DRILL. How often have seen 
the light eager interest our pupils burn low, flicker, and 
die after but few encounters with him? And yet, banish 
him from the classroom would close and bar the way 
that leads the successful mastery our subject. 

Real mastery not attained without constant drill. Hence 
the problems economy and efficiency drill work are 
vital importance the first year. Drill, organized that 
every pupil may attack with interest, positive need. 
meet this need, practice tests, designed supplement any 
good beginning Latin text, have been devised. 

Since the immediate discovery and correction errors 
the first essential good drill, these tests are organized 
that written work may easily corrected the pupil him- 
self. The exercises consist thirty cards, inches, ar- 
ranged shown the illustration, each carrying distinctive 
number. cursory look the reverse side will show that each 
test equipped with self-correction device, which the pupil 
cannot see until the work completed. Each card deals with 
approximately twenty grammatical forms. 

The cards have been designed primarily promote habits 
accuracy and speed. They are speed tests. Speed, however, 
need not emphasized should the teacher desire obtain 
other results. 

Each pupil provided with folder containing blanks for 
the daily recording the tried” and the “number 
correct” after each trial. Three minutes should allowed for 
the treatment each exercise. 

The first day which the drills are distributed all pupils 
will receive the first exercise. Those having perfect score 
the end the specified time will given the second test 
the following day. Those not having perfect score will receive 
the same test. Thus they really work the drill second time 
they correct their own first trials. pupil permitted 
leave exercise until can handle the work successfully 
three minutes. After the first day all pupils will not neces- 
sarily occupied with the same test. After the first week the 
fourth fifth will circulation. Should pupil remain 
the same card longer than five days, that is, five trials, inves- 
tigation his particular difficulty must made the 
teacher. 

During the past two years have found these drills very 
helpful fixing the correct forms the minds the pupils. 
With most the children self-correction possessed certain in- 
structive advantages. The disclosure individual weaknesses 
provided excellent opportunities rendering timely aid the 
less gifted but earnest pupils. Many, having repeatedly tried 
certain tests and being eager discover the cause their 
failure, came odd moments disclose their difficul- 
ties. Their interest was aroused. The text was consulted. They 
eventually arrived that stage where they knew how and 
where find desired information from books without 
help. certain independence was the result. And not that 
one the foremost ends education teaching the pupil 
help himself? Sir Walter Scott says that there are two elements 
education, that which given and that which the student 
gives himself. And think right. Don’t you?

You are favored, too—at least think the sub- 
jects assigned you— English and Latin. Three classes 
English and two Latin also fortunate arrangement, 
preferred five English five Latin.

All unconsciously the pupil the lessons 
are driven home admiration for the loyal, upright, self- 
sacrificing characters portrayed fiction, and the consequent 
influence the ideals forming the adolescent mind, are in- 
evitable. the same way dishonesty 
pride, willfulness, what you will, may all, fiction repre- 
sents them, deftly used the teacher sow the seeds 
the opposite virtues. 

This is, course, nothing new which imparting; but 
think well remind you the beginning your had 
almost said career, which certainly not suitable word when 
newness and rush other things might crowd out. 

There another advantage which belongs the teacher 
literature, one which think almost entirely lost sight of. 
her power not only store the mind with high and 
noble thoughts but also enrich the imagination with beauti- 
ful pictures. Who can tell how often trying hour, mo- 
ment temptation, period illness, person may not 
soothed, strengthened, comforted, the remembrance 
lines which have appealed her, the beauty stored 
her soul? 

Over and over again have been told former pupils, 
even those whom should have least expected im- 
pressed, the pleasure and benefit they had derived from 
custom keeping stanza line poetry the board 
where they were bound see it, and which, often, consciously 
unconsciously, they memorized. These selections were al- 
ways carefully chosen and changed varying intervals 
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time. One which especially pleased was from Katherine Tyn- 
an’s 

Never alone upon way; 

Mine Angel’s with all the day; 

And all the night sits and sings 

Shaking the darkness off his wings. 


When bruised and sad and sore, 
Have not felt him bending o’er, 
Kissing the heavy lids sleep? 

Yea, have heard him weep and weep. 


And those were bright, pleasure-loving school girls the 
last decade! Probably none them had ever lost hour 
sleep through worry sorrow, but wait. And then they 
will remember the angel. Don’t think, however, that some- 
thing religious necessary. Certainly, religious and 
beautiful, serves double purpose; but the idea ac- 
cumulate for wasteful youth treasure, not only for present 
use but also for future resource. And don’t pay any attention 
people who tell you that poetry not real, that angel 
does not weep, etc. Often human being prides himself 
fancied superiority when should rather lament his defi- 
ciency.

would, then, good sense and good psychology, too, ig- 
nore the latter and concentrate the former, especially 
the latter cannot remedied. But unpleasant things have 
way refusing ignored, and frankly, you cannot ignore 
the fact that some your classes are entirely too large, and 
that you cannot, therefore, for your pupils all that your 
zeal suggests. Since, however, for others higher up, 
remedy they have only wait with 
what serenity you can command. 

the fact that some your pupils not study, that 
they not care read even the prescribed works fiction, 
that they say they would rather see the story picture than 
read not long since you withdrew from the world, 
dear little Sister, that you should have forgotten what 
young people the present day are like. Probably every one 
them would prefer listen Lowell Thomas rather than 
study their history. Would you, you were their place? 
Did you have any such sentiments that not-very-distant 
past when you sat class under teacher? 

You must, however, see that the work accomplished, that 
results are attained. But will only degrees that you 
will learn how manage, yourself well your pupils. 
not going preach you, however willing you may 
listen. will only remind you that the teacher who 
counts most the educational program. Her personal influ- 
ence carries far beyond the school building and the school 
year. prominent priest and professor whom once heard 
address group teachers this subject enumerated the 
following traits conducive personal influence: (1) 
sense fairness, (2) spirit toleration, (3) sense

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ful influence for good her teacher? have had the excel- 
lent fortune number classes different periods 
life, two young girls who were remarkable for virtue, who, 
may say, radiated holiness. Both died young; one while she 
was still school, the other not long after her graduation. 
The first knew for shorter time and not well, but her 
memory lives with freshness that never fades.

the catechism. With some exceptions then, find the peculiar 
phenomenon Catholic college students with university educa- 
tion the arts and sciences, and high-school education reli- 
gion.
